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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition filed Apr: 1 2, 2002, pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.137(b), to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned as a result of 
petitioner's failure to timely file an Appeal. Brief (and fee) 
within the time period provided in' 37 CFR 1.192(a). A final 
Office action was mailed on February 13, 200: , which set a 
shortened statutory period for reply of three: (3) months. On 
June 18, 2001, petitioner filed an amendment, made timely by 
including a Certificate 'of Mailing dated June- 13, 2001 and by 
obtaining a one month extension of time. Hov.aver, the amendment 
was not entered as it did not prima facie place the application 
in condition for allowance. Petitioner then filed a Notice of 
Appeal on August 13, 2001 1 . Accordingly, the two month period of 
time (extendable under 37 CFR 1.136(a)) for : Lling the Appeal 
Brief started to run from August 13, 2001. No Appeal Brief 
having been .filed and no extensions of time having been received, 
the above-identified application became abandoned on October 14, 
2001. The mailing of the instant decision precedes the mailing 
of a Notice of Abandonment. 

With the instant petition, petitioner submitted a Continued 
Prosecution Application (CPA), paid the petir ion fee, and made 
the proper statement of unintentional delay. 

The above-identified application is being revived solely for 
purposes of continuity with the Continued Prosecution Application 



Petitioner was not charged for an extension c time to make the 
filing of the Notice of Appeal timely, despite an autl . Drization to charge any 
necessary fees to his Deposit Account. Accordingly a* this time, $810 has 
been charged to Deposit Account No. 19-1090, represen- Lng the fee for a three 
month extension of time ($920) minus the fee for a on< month extension ($110) 
that was already paid on June 13, 2001. 
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(CPA) filed on January 23, 2002. 

The application file is being forwarded to Technology Center 1600 
for processing of the CPA.
